Sin James GRAHAM once said that the very worst 
stage in which a Government or a Parliament can 
find itself is when everybody says something must 
be done, but nobody knows what that something is to 
be. The contending parties are gathering upon all sides 
“to do something.” Abroad we have Lord Cowley 
employed to do something at Congress, but who can 
tell what that something is tobe? Is he to adyocate 
the right of the Italian people to select their own 
Governors? Is he to assist in the formation of a 
great Central Kingdom of Italy, to be assigned, under 
Imperial auspices, to a French or Belgian Prince? 
Is he simply to “ put in an appearance,” and repeat 
some yapid aphorisms, leaving the Emperors to 
settle matters as they please ? 
done, but what we can know only when Parliament 
assem bles. 

Again, something is to be done in the way of 
Reform. Four Administrations have declared it to 
be necessary, and four Administrations failed in doing 
it. One honest attempt was made last year, but 
faction prevailed and justice was defeated. A fifth 
Administration takes up the glaive, and challenges all 
comers. And it would appear that something is 
about being done at last, for we have the very 
curious phenomenon of a Foreign Secretary preparing 
schedules of Reform; Lord Palmerston practising 
as an abstractor of statistics; and Mr. Bright apolo- 
getically expounding the merits of backsliding. 

Last year the Parliamentary Reform Association 
published a scheme of Reform afterwards embodied 
in the schedules of Mr. Bright. Every person of 
full age, owner or tenant of any property rated to 
the relief of the poor, was to have a vote; this practi- 
cally included all but the inmates of poor-houses. 
The county franchise in England was to be given to 
all £10 oceupiers. The ballot was to be the pro- 
tector of the voter, on the plan adopted in the 
Australian colonies, not that of free and enlightened 
Ameriea; there was to be a readjustment of seats, so 
that a majority of members should be given toa 
majority of electors; and, lastly, we were to have a 
new Parliament every three years. The maxim | 
was, the more sweeping the change the better the re- 
form; the more reckless the scheme the more con- 
sistent; the Liberal constituencies were to be arranged 
by the old and well-known Rule of Three, irrespec- 
tive of property—that was only to be taxed, and 
England was to launch upon the sea of democracy 


i without helm or compass.

Abroad all is complimentary to England, even 
so far as to continue to buildadditional steel rams and 
gunboats. At home we are so pacific that our arse- 
nals roar by night and day, and our seamen are en- 
ticed by bounties and immunities, while our volun- 
teer corps are encouraged by all the aid the Govern- 
ment can give. The slightest slip in diplomacy, 
the smallest error in statesmanship, is sure to plunge ' 
Europe ina blaze. Yet we have à Ministry, bound 
on the one hand by the solemn declaration of our 
Foreign Minister to respect the choice of the people, 
and on the other hand obliged by the exigencies of 
their position to second the views of the Irish priest- 
hood, acting through their Independent“ members. 

The Ministry see and feel their danger. It is this 
whichd etains our Foreign Minister at home, and has 
tamed the violence even of Mr. Bright. But, if at 
the Congress or at home, a single un-English senti- 
ment be uttered, or a single act done tending to 
fasten on the legations a rule which they abhor, the 
adhesion of fourteen independent members cannot 
save them from expulsion in the first week of the 
next session. It isa chapter of complications, and 
something must be done, but that something must 
not trench upon the liberties of five millions of 


people. 


The Times on the present Position of Austria :--- 


To endure reverses with dignity, and to prepare for 
new struggles with patience, has always been the char- 


acter of the Austrian Monarchy. The part which this 


Power played in the French revolutionary war was, as 
we now behold it by the light of history, far from ig- 
noble. ‘Though defeated in four bloody wars, compelled 
to admit the conquerors twice into her capital, and to 
give up a Princess of the Imperial House to a success- 
ful adventurer, Austria still retained strength and reso- 
lution to bring 200,000 men into the field at the crisis 
of Napoleon’s destiny, and deal the fatal blow to his 
tottering power. The events of that time have 
always been among loyal Austrians the subjects of 
a kind of pride which we can scarcely comprehend. 
A nation like our own, accustomed to victory and 
wide-spread dominion, can hardly imagine a monarchy 
which congratulates itself on merely having held its own, 
and an army which triumphs because it has been able to 
recover from defeat. Yet this vitality has given Austria 
no little prestige during forty years, and it is even now a 
consolation to those who are brooding over the issue of 
the late Italian war. The reverses sustained during this 
cafhpaign are, perhaps, the most signal in modern his- 
tory. The genius of the First Napoleon, and the revo- 
lutionary ardour of the French of his time, have been 
always supposed to account for the campaigns of three 
months or three weeks which prostrated the German 
Powers, and the national pride of the vanquished attributed 
all reverses to those vigorous elements being brought into 
contact with the old pedantic strategy of the eighteenth 
century. But in 1859 both sides were on an equality. 
It cannot be said that the French had any advantages 
which might not have been secured by the Austrians. 
The Austrian organisation had been held up as an ex- 
ample by military men, their artillery was spoken of as 
the best in the world, and their engineers have always 
had a high and well-deserved reputation. Yet the re- 
sult was what all the world knows. The Austrian offi- 
cers, it is not denied, began the campaign with the full 
assurance of victory; even after the march to Turin had 
been abandoned there was hardly a doubt that the line 
of the Ticino would be held for months, and that Pia- 
cenza and other frontier posts would be impregnable to 
a French army. Yet an active campaign of about seven 
weeks was sufficient to shatter the power of Austria in 
Italy, and compel the Emperor to assent to conditions 
which only the policy of the conqueror prevented from 
being ignominious. 

We can learn so little of the real feeling of the 
Austrian authorities that it is impossible to say whether 
the old courage under reverses still exists after this most 
fatal campaign. Perhaps this is the case ; perhaps the 
Imperial family, the army, the priests,and the chiefs of 
the administrative system—for these are all who can 

now called Austria—persevere in thinking that 
Solferino is a disaster as reversible as Austerlitz or 
Wagram. They may console themselves with the 
thought that French ascendancy depends on the life and 
continued vigour of a single man; that the Italians may 
display an incapacity for self-government which will 
permit their renewed interference at some future 
time ; and, as is usually the case with the vanquished, 
they may explain away their defeats by 
proving that, if such a movement had taken 
place in one battle, or such a corps had been ready in 
another, the result would have been widely different. 
But we, who look on the whole from a distance, are able 
to form a clearer judgment; and it is worth while to 
consider whether the Austria of the present day has the 
same recovering power and ascendancy in 
Europe as the State which so often renewed the contest 
against the first Bonaparte. Should the result of such 
reflections be unfavourable to the stability of Austrian 
power, it will give no gratification to sensible English- 
men. We all know the value of a strong state in that 
part of Europe as a barrier against more aggressive 
Powers, and, if modern Austrian policy has incurably 
enfeebled the Empire, the counsellors of the present 
Sovereign are only so much the more worthy of our in- 
dignation. 


The present position of the monarchy seems most 
precarious. great security of Austria in former 
wars, and the cause of her exceeding vitality, was the 
attachment of the provinces. Hungarians, slaves, and 
even Poles fought with good will, and the defeats of the 
Empire were deplored in every part of it. The case 
is now very different. It may seem paradoxical to say 
it, but no people throughout the empire identifles itself 
with the Crown er the common army, or looks upon 
the Italian campaign as a disaster and dishonour to 
itself. The name of Austria is now so identified with 
a mere organisation, or system, hated by every people 
under its control, that there is rather a feeling of 
hope aroused by the fact that its weekness has 


been demonstrated. What is really defeated is

The Daily News on the coming Congress :--- 

Lord Wodehouse is to be one of the representatives of 
England in Congress. The knot to be untied there 
does not, it seems, demand the authority of the Premier, 
nor the steadfast principles of the Foreign Secretary; an 
Under-Secretary, not inferior to them in rank—for some 
Emperors have an almost American weakness for a 
lord—but far beneath them in political standing and 
experience, goes on the great errand. We know nothing 
that is not favourable of Lord Wodehouse. He acquitted 
himself, we believe, to the full satisfaction of the Govern- 
ment in the difficult and disagreeable task of repre- 
senting England at St. Petersburg after the war ; and 
he contributed personally to the gradual diminution of 
the hostile feeling amongst the Russians towards at 
least one of the belligerents who proved victorious al 
Sebastopol. a 

We have too often and too fully stated our opinion 
of the Congress, and of the principles which an Eng- 
lish diplomatist should support there, to need descant- 
ing or insisting upon them further. But before 
prophesying what may be hoped, or enjoining what 
may be done, we skould require to be much better in- 
formed or assured than any of us seem to be at present 
of the real views entertained by two of the principal 
actors in the ensuing negociation. What is to be the 
real aim of the French ruler ? and what the policy of 
the Russian? Is the programme for the re-arrange- 
ment of Italy, as put forth by Napoleon III., the sin- 
cere expression of his desires? or, was it merely a 
declaration made to induce Austria to conclude peace, 
and to remain unshaken in its new policy of trusting 
to the generosity of France rather than to the support 
of its older allies ? i 

Then, what inay be the motives, what the principles, 
which are to guide the Russian diplomatist ? If they 
be honest, and worthy of the nation and the Emperor, 
they will be directed towards constituting Italy as 
really independent country, one capable ot holding its 
own against either of its great neighbours, without its 
necessarily flinging itself into the arms of the other. To 
endow Piedmont and its dynasty with the force and the 
grandeur requisite to its assuming such a position is the 
avowed and honest policy of Great Britain. If Russia 
supports that policy no one entertains a doubt that the 
thing can be done; at least if Russia supports it for itself, 
and not as the price or the means of attaining other and 
more selfish ends, such as an abrogation of the principal 
clauses of the Treaty of 1856. If, instead of applying 
himself to untie the sufficiently complicated knot of Ita- 
lian difficulties, Prince Gortschakoff should render their 
solution dependent upon the discussion of other ques- 
tions, then all that Congress can do wil! be to fall toge- 
ther by the ears. 

A spirit even worse than what is here hinted at may 
manifest itself in Congress. This would be a détermi- 
nation on the part of the military Powers to allow Italy 
to be re-constituted in an arbitrary dynastic fashion, 
dividing it so as to thwart and annoy both populations 
and princes, and assigning kingdom and duchies to sove- 
reigns who cannot rule without foreign aid. To such an 
arrangement as this, England will never give her sanc- 
tion. Fortunately Congresses are not what they used 
to be—secret meetings of despotic sovereigns, or their 
representatives, of which nothing is allowed to transpire 
beyond the final resolve. We now have regular protocols 
and reports of procecdings, and it is remembered that in 
recent Conferences, Russia herself insisted on publicity 
being given to the language and the conduct held by 
each Power. Means may thus be found, we trust, of 
making known to England and to Europe the part 
which our plenipotentiary may take, and the principles 
upon which he insists. 

Tie circular by which Austria invites its neighbours 
to the Congress exhibits in the stronyest light the dia- 
metrical opposition in which some of the principal 
Powers will stand to each other. Count Kechberg pro- 
claims a dynasticism as exclusive and strict as ever 
Prince Metternich maintained. “ The respect which is 
due to the rights of Prinees makes it a duty not to 
discuss questions of vital importance to Sovcreigns in 
the absenve of their representatives.” Supposing that 
the people whom these sovereigns have misgoverned 
and betrayed were to be also heard, there would be some- 
thing plausible in this proposition. But the Count’s 
intention is very different. Tuscany, Modena, and 
Parma, are not to be represented at the Congress, if Aus- 
tria canhaveher way, until they have received back their 
runaway Dukes, and the restoration of these Princes, 
together with the restoration of the Pope’s authority in 
the Romagna, is laid down by Count Rechberg as the 
first work the Congress has to periorm. ‘There is nothing 
surprising in the assertion of these pretensions by Aus- 
tria. The sacredness of monarciial rights is a viral 
question for the Hapsburgs, who can base their claims 
neither on the memory of past glories nor present use- 
fulness.

The Medical Officer being called upon, said that he 
had received a letter on very urgent business, requiring 
his presence at some distance from home ; that previous 
to leaving he had communicated with the henorary 
secretary of the Di Committee, making him 
aware of his intention, and informing him that 
Dr. Griffin, of Collon, who acted for him as deputy, 
would attend to the duties of the office in his 
absence.

Sin. he calm and common-sense way in which the 
Rditorial articles of the Iutsu Times dwell upon the 
dark shadows that, from some cause, have, certainly, 
checkered the prospect of the continuance of a peace 
long and happily existing between these kingdoms and 
Franee, has induced me to give some expression to the 
gratification I derive from the perusal of those articles. 
While. on the other hand, it is difficult to refrain from 
noticing, but with opposite sentiments, if-us I believe 
we sincerely desire the maintenance of that peace—the 
ill-timed observations bearing upon the present critical 
juncture by other, and also influential, members of our 
public press; who, by their acrimonious allusions to 
‘deeds of other days "—w hich. at the time. were “ deeds ”’ 
of necessity —and boastful threats, sometimes followed by 
as unworthy misgivings, have deepened those shadows, 
as if those persons actually looked upon them to be— 
what Providence may avert—the portent of war. 
while their threats are unseemly, to doubt the issue, on 
mere human judgment, of what, in the present case, 


betrays an ignorance of our means to resist and over— 
c ime aggression —above all, of our Divine trust. For, 
as the ambiguous conduct of our neighbours admonishes 
us to“ keep the powder dry,” so have we that within 
us that keeps our faith from wavering. 

But, while the loyalty and good faith of that portion 
of our journalism are not to be questioned, itstrikes me 
that, though conducted with much talent and undoubted 
respeetability, it overlooks the possible effect such ob- 
servations may unnecessarily produce upon an unsettled, 
perhaps enviable spirit, such as we are told waits, ac- 
cording to its present humour, bat for some pretext to 
set Europe in a flame, hoping therewith to consume the 
greatness of our Island Empire. I feel, also, assured 
that no other persons could regret more than the educated 
and gifted men I allude to, their thus unintentionally 
advancing the treacherous objects of a few people— 
men’. rs, likewise, of our unshaekled press—who, pan- 
dering to a malevolent spirit, labour to disturb our tran- 
quillity, with a view to interrupt the prosperity of these 
kingdoms. 

Asto the newspaper press of France, now vehemently 
vengeful against the freedom we enjoy, and probably 
hoping to lighten the yoke that galls it by sharing 
with us the pressure, we have to suppose it suits the 
ideas and wants of the people among whom it circulates.

Sin,—Adverting to the proceedings in the Town 
Council on Wednesday, and, in the first place, referring 
to the admirable matter-of-fact, observations of Mr. 
Acheson, I beg to inform that gentleman (and, no 
doubt, with his usual fairness, he will thank me for 
setting him right), that although fashion drives us to 
Paris tor our “ crinolines and ornaments,” we have 
no need to give the praise of teaching us the plainest 
principles of common sense in the science ot“ road- 
making“ to Frenchmen. The system he so deservedly 
lauds, as adopted on the streets of Paris, is that on 
which the great engineer, Telford, constructed the 
famous mail-coach road between Holyheud and Lon- 
don—to this day the finest macadamised road in the 
world. It is the system generally adopted in England, 
Wales, Scotland, and Ireland; in fact, everywhere 
outside the bdrough of Dublin, by all men practically 
| conversant with the details of road-making. 

The late commissioners tor paving, lighting, &c., by 
their officers, invariably made all new roads, and, when 
possible, repaired old ones, on this principle. Mr. 
Acheson will, if he takes the trouble to seek, find in 
the stores of the Corporation, in Winetavern-street, 
two large rollers, used by that defunct board, now 
laid by, and, of course, condemned. 

The Parisian rollers, I have reason to know, were 
adopted on their plan, so that Mr. Acheson may, 
instead of passing his amendment, and sending the sur- 
veyor to Paris to learn road-making,* inquire of that 
party why Paris and intelligent Frenchmen have 
adopted first-class principles in macadamising, and Dub- 
lin abandoned them. 

Many of our good things reach Paris, and come back 
French. Road-making they have learned from us. Let 
us, therefore, in honest rivalry, claim our own, and let 
Mr. French and other gentlemen who make a practice 


in seeing how the money is spent when voie!.—Your 
obedient servant, Andes.

THE ROYAL IRISH ACADEMY. 

A general meeting of the above society was held last even- 
ing, at their house, Na. 19, Dawson sireet— 

The Rev. Dr. Tepp, S. F. T. C. D., in the chair. 

Mr. Wm. D. Moore, M.B., was elected a member of the 

Academy. 
No paper was read, but the Rev. Professor Graves, secre- 
tary, briefty stated a method of representing the sams and 
ditlerences of the ares of any so i curves, which he 
said he would explain more fully some other time. 

Ihe President exhibited to the academy an ancient deed 
in the Irish language, and read a translation of it made by Mr. 
Curry. It was an agreement of the nature of a mortgage be- 
tween Domhnall, son of John, son of MacCon (or M*Namara), 
and Domhnall, son of Lechlain O’Slattery. Slattery had 
given a loan to MNamara and his brothers of seven marks 
and a half, valued at 15 cows in calf, and a bay steed worth 
an unga or ounce of silver. The security given by M‘Namara 
„os his share of the lands of Ballyslattery, now Newgrove, 
near Kiltannon, County Clare, and the covenant or condition 
of the mortgage was that no person could redeem the land 
except M Namara himself, dr his son, or bis son's son. The 
deed was executed and witnessed on the fair green of Kil- 
lmagh, aad dated in 1502, but the day and month were not 
given. The most curious thing to be noted in this deed is, 
chat the value of the loan is given not only in money, seven 
marks and a hal’, but also in the ancient valuation, cattle ; 
and we are told that seven marks and a half, or nearly £5, 
were equivalent to 15 cows in calf and a bay steed, which, of 
itself, was worth an ounce of silver. This gives us a curious 
criterion for estimating the value of money in Ireland in the 
year 1502.

INQUEST.
